Harry S. Truman said today that, 
if the Republicans “dig up any 
dirt” about the Democrats in this 
year’s 
campaign, 
“we’ll meet 
them halfway.” 
The former president made the 
statement at a press conference

a 950-ycar-old 
Austrian inn 
near the farmhouse where he is 
resting 
following 
a sightseeing 
tour of France and Italy. 
Mr. Truman said recent politi­ 
cal campaigns “were the rough­ 
est and dirtiest I’d ever been in, 
and all the dirt was dug up by 
the Republicans.” 
This year, he said “we’ll meet 
them halfway, if they do that.” 
The 72-year-old ex-president said 
he himself has “no ambition to 
return to the White House.” 
“I think some young man ought 
to take over and assume the re­ 
sponsibility,” he said. 
Mr. Truman said he believes 
the Democrats will win this Nov­ 
ember, “but I’m not thinking of 
candidates at all.”

Author Says Hitler 
Tried to Move 
Pope to Germany 
VATICAN CITY W-Adolph Hit­ 
ler tried to force Pope Pius XII 
to move to Germany during World 
War II, a leading Catholic author 
disclosed today. 
The author, Ilino Giordani, for­ 
mer director of the Rome Cath­ 
olic Action Newspaper ll Quotidi- 
ano, said the Pope blocked the 
move by the “firmest refusal.” 
The disclosure came in a new 
book by Girodani, “Life versus 
Death.” He handed the first copy 
of it to the Pontiff Friday. 
The book, 
an account of the 
Holy See’s efforts to bring peace 
during 
the Second World War, 
said that in January, 1944, the 
Third Reich “considered the pos- 
: sibility of transferring Pope Pius 
XII to Wurzburg, Germany, and 
made a suggestion to that effect 
to the Pontiff.” 
“On Feb. 5, the Pope answered 
with the firmest refusal, and pro­ 
tested the ‘inqualifiable violence 
planned’,” Giordani said.

SAN FRANCISCO -(N E A )- A 
harsh, agonizing sorting of the big 
cheeses from the small potatoes 
in the Republican Party is under 
way.

The sorting is necessary because 
the town only has several hundred 
“top rate” hotel rooms—the suites 
and super plush layouts. 
The “best” hotels here, such as 
the Mark Hopkins, Fairmont, St. 
Francis 
and Clift, rate tops na­ 
tionally. But they 
are relatively 
small and there aren’t many of 
this caliber. 
* * * 
“Our 
aim is to pot the VIPs 
(very important persons) in the 
better rooms and make sure that 
the rest of the visitors on official 
business 
at least 
get adequate 
shelter,” explains a housing com­ 
mittee worker. 
Only after the VIPs are taken 
care of does it become a “first- 
eome-first-serve” 
proposition 
on 
applications for space. 
The Republican National Com­ 
mittee has requested 10,000 rooms 
to be reserved for official dele­ 
gates and guests. As of now con­ 
vention officials say they have 9,- 
500 hotel rooms guaranteed in the 
whole bay region, with the balance 
of rooms to be in motels being 
built and in private homes. 
it is reported that about 1,000 
of the rooms under contract have 
no baths. The rest are “adequate- 
to-good,” but a large cut below 
the “best” in plushness. 
That’s 
where die rub will come.

Convention officials believe that 
with 
an lke-Nixon • ticket prac­ 
tically assured, most of the dele­ 
gates will bring wives and fam il-1 
ies for a non-work, play conven- j 
tion.

a penalty for this and may do it. 
However, Dalton and other offi­ 
cials are counting on the added 
attractions of colorful San Fran­ 
cisco to act as balm for the room 
irritations. 


“ When the convention visitors 
get through eating our town’s fa­ 
mous food, shopping in our stores 
and enjoying our night life they’ll 
be too tired to complain about not 
sleeping in the fanciest hotel room 
in town,” predicts Walter G. Swan­ 
son. head of the c i t y convention 
bureau. 
A big advantage of this conven­ 
tion will be the ample, comfort­ 
able facilities of the Cow Palace.

"Here was buried Thomas Jef­ 
ferson, author of the Declaration 
of American Independence, of the 
statute of Virginia for religious 
freedom , and fa th e r of the 
University of Virginia.” This 
ep itaph, w ritte n by th e th ird 
president of the United States, is 
his own modest summary of his 
career. 
Thomas Jefferson, bom April 
13, 1743, w as notable tor his 
earnestness of m anner and his 
firm conviction that every man is 
entitled to an equal chance in life. 
The most im portant work in 
Jefferson’s early life was his res­ 
olutions entitled "A Summary 
View of the Rights of America. 
The reforms he suggested were 
proof of his belief in providing 
an equal chance for every man. 


An undertaking dear to his 
heart was his attempt to estab­ 
lish an educational system af­ 
fording equal opportunities to 
rich and poor. 
Urged to run for a third term, 
Jefferson declined and returned 
to Monticello. There he began his 
most ambitious efforts of his life: 
the establishment of a university 
which should live up to his ideals. 
From his work at this time the 
University of Virginia resulted. 
But he was so short of money 
that a public subscription had to 
be taken»for his benefit. He died 
almost penniless on the fiftieth 
anniversary of the adoption of 
the Declaration of Independence, 
July fourth, and on the same 
day, just within a few hours of 
John Adams.
